FIRST PRIZE: PRINTING OR DYEING ON FABRIC 
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Art is in large part a question of quality. Discrimination in 
levels of quality is constantly demanded of the artist, critic, 
and public. Quantity and intense activity are, in themselves, 
no guarantee of even brief achievement, let alone lasting 
reputation. We demand excellence of our college and gradu- 
ate students, performance by our sports heroes, and wisdom of 
our national leaders. The lowest common denominator is not 
the ideal number of humanist society. 

There comes a time in the development of every activity, 
whether institution, business, state, or other, when reappraisal, 
adjustment, and critical evaluation become necessary. Often, 
and preferably, this comes at a time of peak activity and 
achievement, before the inevitable softening and decline of 
any continuing successful operation. The great past of the 
May Show implies, but does not guarantee, an even more 
interesting future. Such a future is not inevitable without ever 
new efforts at evaluation and improvement. The success of the 
previous exhibitions made for more artistic activity and greater 
patronage, and this in turn demanded higher standards and 
measured appraisals. 


Published monthly, excepting July and August, by The Cleveland Museum of Art, in Wade Park, University 
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The current May Show is considerably smaller than recent 
editions; but it is still the largest of the major regional ex- 
hibitions in the United States. The Jury considered the entries 
carefully, and the quantity chosen reflects, not a decline in 
quality, but quite to the contrary, a judgment on their part that 
the best work was fine enough to require higher standards of 
evaluation than ever before, standards approaching those of 
national exhibitions. Many of the objects selected reflect the 
advanced and, for the layman, more difficult stylistic tendencies 
evident in the art of the post-war world. This is not cause for 
gloom but rejoicing, for these tendencies still seem to be the 
most creative ones of recent years. 

It is the opinion of many, including this writer, that the 532 
works by 252 artists exhibited here comprise one of the most 
stimulating and rewarding May Shows in the forty-one year 
history of that exhibition. The visitor’s agreement with this 
Opinion can in part be measured by his purchases. The past 
record of total sales, $593,269.67 for 28,461 objects is extra- 
ordinary. Last year in an exhibition of somewhat reduced size, 
837 objects were sold for $25,577.67, a remarkable showing 
made even more so by the large number of unique crafts sold 
and the gratifying increase in the numbers of paintings and 
sculptures acquired. We are particularly grateful to the Jury 
of Selection for their careful winnowing of 3,430 works by 
702 artists and for the complimentary attitude implied by the 
high standards of judgment noted in their statement.
